d ir the great unhappineſs of extraordinary ſurprizing evils,that they difarm us

at once of Counſel and Selft-detence, and render ourReaſons, Tongues and 

Hands moſt unſerviceable,when we have moſt need of their ſervice. As little 

griets are quegulous, and talkative, thallow brooks loquacious, when great 
forrows,like deep rivers, flide away without noiſe : Such is the poſture of our 1ouls 
in reference to dangers; if they be ordinary, we know perhaps what to adviſe upon, 
what to fay,what todo; but it extream,we are no longer Mafters of Wiſdom,weloſe 
the freedom of the Tongues to plead our Caufe, and the uſe of our Hands to make 
a juſt and vigorous oppoſition againft thoſe evils. | | 

I know nor how,but fo it is, our imptacable enemies the Papiſts, have got the- 
Gorgons Head, or the great fecret of the Torpedo,that we ſeern all tobe Petrifiedand 
turned into ſenſteſs Statues, whultt they cur our throats, and praftice at their own 
leifure our final Raine. | 

Had the Proteſtants of France burnt the ſwalle/t Village; had they murdered. the 
meaneſt Peaſant; had they attempted the leaft diſturbance of the Civil or Eccleſiaſtical 
Government,they muſt not have expe&ted due forms of Law, nor the picking our 
of the guilty Individuals, to be facrificed to Juſtice ; but Popiſh fury had let ir ſelf 
looſe in fome univerſal Maffacre, to the utter extirpation of the name of Hugonots ; 
for they that have once done the ſame thing without the leaſt provocation, may be 
preſum'd ready to do it upon a very ſlighty occafion : But they muſt thank the 
| goodneſs of our Natures,or rather the excellency of our Laws, and Religion, that we 
have proceeded with them in other methods, and have choſen to oppoſe Law zo 
violence; Patience to fury; Moderation and Mercy, to malice and cruelty, rather than 
to ſtain our Religion with the leaſt blot of precipitated Revenge. | | 

But wereT worthy. to be their Counſellor, I would mildly warn'them not to pro- 
vok-Engliſh-men any further, nor awaken their juſt indignation with repeated im- 
portunittes, who knows what an exaſperated people may do? there's none can be 
guarranty: againſt the Rage of a Nation blown up to a flame by the bellows of con- 
tinued, andrenewed, and growing Inſolencies. | 

It had been happy for us and them too, if the unanimous Reſolve of the Late 
Houte of Commons, had reduced the reſtleſs Papiſts to' more moderation in their 
Villanies : I will remind them fairly of it.

Reſolved, Nemine contradicente, That this Houſe will ſtand by His Majeſty with

The wiſdom, ;aftice and reaſonableneſs of which Vote,is foujided viſibly upon thar 
Att of Parliament 27 £1:2. x. whereby the people are authoriz'd to proſecute with 
the utmoſt extremities the bloody Papiſts, who with unwearied endeavours were 
comriving the Death of that Queen of tamous and bleſſed memory, in hopes to bet- 
ter their condition by the ſucceſſion of one who gave proof to the loſs of her Head 
of her additedneſs to the Romiſh Hereſie and Idolatry. | |

all their expenccs, affording what meator wie was deſired, and fome Treats he 

ſtowed, which amounted to near twenty {hillngs 1time at Tazerns, And this 
FExaminant ſaith, that Mr. Lave being taken, Mr. Am x ſent a Hackncy-Coach'to 
this Fx3mants Lodging, art the 1aid ihree Sugur [eaves in Pickadilly, with 

Yhe Jrrd Pumiliines Conchman, and this Examinant went into the Coach 

and teok up Vir. Kiocx at the Mews, and then this Examinant wos carri- 

cd mito F4re I riers, to another Lodging, where Mr. Knex Lodged with 

this Examinant one night, bing Friday night late. and then he faid that the 
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taking of Mr. Lane would be for thebctter, becauſe they ſhould ſooner come 


toanend ; and he heartened up this Examinant, and faid, that if this Exami- 
nant ſhould betaken alſo, athouſand pounds Bail would be given for this Ex- 


aminants Liberty. Andhe further faith that My. Knox gave this Examinant 


one Guinney at onetime, by throwing it on the table, that this Examinant 
might take it upz but 1t was ſo orderedthat it ſhould not be given this Ex- 
aminant, that he might fafcly ſwear no money was given him; ahd at thelaſt 


lodging in Whitefricrs Mr. Knox tame, and lay down on a bed by the Exari- 


zant, and then laid his Arm over this t xaminart, and letfall ten {hillings, which 
this Examinant .toovk up alto: And My. Laze told this Examinant that Mr. 
Knox had given him one Guinny, in the-ſame manner, by throwing it on a 
Table.

This full and anthentick Confeſſion of Osborr, being taken pon Oath by 
two of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace, and that by order of the Commit- 
tee of* the Houſe of Lords, all men hoped would” have ſo diſcouraged the 
Conſpirators, that- the Doctor thould have heard ns more of them, and the 
| ſecret guilt of their Conſciences would have taught their faces ro bluſh at their 
own villainies, and hide ther heads from all '\ankind for ever : but Mr. Knox 
was not yct out of heart, that their Cauſe and Spirits might yet be ſupported, 
— if he could keep Laxe firm .to the Cauſe, tho Osborn had proved a 

enegaao. 

They were all three then Priſoners in the Gatehouſe, tho debarred inter- 
courſe with one another, leaſt they ſhould adjuſt their hes the more plauſibly, 
and confirm each other 1n their combin'd miſchiets : Kzox therefore began to 
tamper with the under Keeper, Richard Slightham to conveigh to Lane a Meſ- 
fage, that he would ſtard faft to hizr, and their Common Intereſt, which be- 
- cauſe it diſ-overs the deſperate obſtinacy of the ſaid Kzox in purſuing their vil- 
lainies to the utmoſt, I ſhall here exemplihie the teſtimony of the ſaid Slighthane 
under his 01 hand. | |

Upon the whole matter, we obſerve that Mr. Knox, as he could command 
better Counſel and adviſc then his own head could givehim, ſo he has Maſter 
of a better purſe then his own to bribe, ſuborne, and draw in witneſlesto 
bear up thetr Cauſe now declining, he knew there was a Mznt of money inthe 
- Tower, and whilſt that was open he doubted not but money would do won- 
ders : Osborne, and Lane, had already bitten at, and ſwallowed the baite, 
and he hoped others would be as greedy of the temptation, though here his 
hopes deceived him, and Mr. Slightharr proved too honeſt for the temptation, 

I have nothing more of theſe Grand Conſpirators informations to acquaint 
the Reader with, fave ſome notes taken by the Clerke attending the Lords 
Committees for Examinations, which when I have faithfully Copied from 
the Originalls, I ſhall proceed to the Inditments of Laze againſt Dr. Oates, 
and that againſt Lane and Knox, onbehalte of the King, upon which the 
famous Trial of Nov. twenty five'1679 at the Kings-bench bar proceeded, 


May the ſecond 1679 ſore notes. taken by the Clerke attending the Lords Com- 
mittees for examinations. 

Richard Slightham (worn before the Earl of Clarendon ) faith that the 
Information made by him before Mr. Tho, Smyth, and now ſhewed him, was 
ſigned by him; and further ſaith that the contents of the ſaid paper are true. 

John Lane, being ſhewed his ſecond Depoſition taken before Sir W:ll;an 
Walter, faith, what he hath there ſworn is true, aud he will ſtand by it - And 
being asked why he {ware as he did in his firſt Depoſition before Sir Wil. 
liam Waller, and Mr. Warcup, faith he was induced thereto, tor that he, O/- 
torn and Khox had contracted, that whoever diſcovered the Informations 
they had contrived ſhould be killed : And ſaith, that he hath neither been 
threatncd, nor encouraged to make this ſecond Depoſition, but meerly to quiet 
his own Conſcience. 

Thomas Krox denies that he employed Richard Slighthamn, as he hath depoſ- 
cd ; but owns he ſent Lane a Note, as 1s tn his Examination taken before Sir 
Willianz Waller, and Mr. Warcup: Saith that Osborn came to him in the parted 
Chamber (which was the firſt time he ever ſce him) and told him he had 
Informations to make, that he would ſave the Earl of Darby's life, and which 
concern'd the King, and 2ueen ; And ſhewed him Informations ready Writ in 
the Abbey Cloyſteys, Saith, he told Lare, and Osborr, he was wholly at their 
mercy, they being two to one, and might deny their Papers, tho under 
their hands: and faith further, that tor-about a Week whileſt they had mo- 
ney, they paid their Clubs, but afterwards, he paid all ; and told them they 
ſhould pay their ſhares; and afterwards lent Laze a Guinney, but denies he 

ver gave Osborr any money. | | 

William: Osborr, {worn., faith. That he had no diſcourſe in the Painted Cham- 
ber with Thomas Knox, about the King, Zucer., or Earl of Danby: That the (aid 
Knox brought the ſaid Informations he would have him make, ready Writ 3 
being two particulars concerning Mr.()ates, but he did not fuffer him to -keep 
the Papers. And faith turther, that Johr: Lane, and Thomas Knox's brother, 
were preſent when he Writ the Informations in Whitef7iers ; and faith that Mr. 
Knex bid him, if asked, how he could draw his Informations in ſo good form? Say, 
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That he uſed to draw his Maſters Informations : and that Knox cave him 4 
Guinnzy at one time and ten ſhillings at another time. 

John Knox (worn, faith, - That he was at the Three Flower de Iuces in White- 
Friers, where he ſee Osborn write, but did not hear his Brother diftate to O/* 
born ; but heard his Brother wifh Mr. Osborz to write nothing but truth 3 And 
alſo heard Osborn fay that hehad writ nothing but what he would ſivear if he 
were about to die. | 


By this time the World is ſatisfied of this horrid Conſpiracy to blow up the 
Popiſh Plot, by blowing up the Teſtimonies of Dr. Oates and Mr. Bedlow. For 
Lane 1n his firſt Examination, whilſt he was firme to the Cauſe; ackhowledges, 
that Knox took lodgings for him and Osberz ; that Knox lent him a Guiney 
upon his ſecond Examination, he ſays, he was pricked in Conſcience, and con- 
vinced of his Sin ; That Kzox, the firſt time he met him, adviſed him what he 
ſhould ſay in relation to the King, Yneer, and Lord Treaſurer ; that Knex 
gave him directions how he ſhould accuſe Mr. Oates, That Knox and Oslom 
wrote the Informations, Kzox being the Dictator of them : That K7ox made 
Lane and Osborne (wear ſccrefie ; That Knox paid the reckoning , and that it 
might not be ſaid ke gave them any mony, he would take care it ſhould be con- 
veyed to them: That Krox at ſeveral times gave them a Guiney a piece by drop- 
ping them on the Table : That Osborz at Knox's deſire wrote a Letter in ſuch 
manner as he directed, and dated it of a latter date, which K»ox cauſed to be 
diredted to himſelf : That Osborz at Kox*s deſire wrote another Letter, di- 
rected to Knox : That Knox adviſcd them both to ſeem to preſs Kzox toin- 
gage in that buſineſs: That they changed Lodgings often: That Knox paid for all 

Lodging and Diet, except rwo Reckonings of about x 5. 6 d. a peice: That Knox 
' promiſed Laze and Osborn money and preferment for what they ſhould do 
for the Lord Treaſurer, and told them if either of them ſhould] make a diſco- 
very, he ſhould be diſpatched, and that'Lare need not doubt but the Lords in 
the Tower would acknowledge their kindneſs | 

That the very day the Lord Treafarer' ſurrendred himſelf to the Black-Rod, 
Knox made him and Osbora {wear they ſhould ſtand to what he had inſtructed 
them, and that if they did not, the Lord Treafarer would die, and that he would 
not have come in butfor them. 

But Mr. Osborn m his Examination denies all he had before informed againſt 
Dr. Oates and Mr. Bedlow, and fays that Lane brought him to Knox, and Knox 
told him what to ſay 1n relation tothe contriyance of Dr. Oates and Mr. Bedlow 
againſt the Farl of Danby. That there was in Truth no: ſuch Contrivance: 
That he had layen with Dr. Oates ſeveral nights, found nothing undecent from 
him, but that contrariwiſe he uſed to exhort him, to a good life, and made him 
often read Sermons to him - And at another time Kzox direfted him to fay, 
that Mr. Ped/aw thould ſay of the Treaſarer, I have now ue away to do the 
Rogues bri'ine(s for h11, That Knox, always diſcourſed them a part, about 
the Earl of Danby, and Dr. Oates. He confeſſes the writing the Letters, and 
informations : That they oiten ſhifted lodgings ; that Knox bore their ex- 
pences, and promiſed them great rewards: That Laxe being taken, Knox, 
fent mv Lord Duneblanes Coachman with a hackney-Coach A him 3 that in 
that Coach they went to Whitefriers where Knox acquainted him that the 
taking of Lame would cxpedite the builineſs : That Knox gave him money. 
That when Osborre was in the Gate-bouſe, Knox ſent him a Noteto this pur- 
poſe, you will be ex«rrined this afternoon , we alwayes clubbed , and you paid two 
ſhillings at the Sugar-loaf, Tare this! which note , Knox has confeſſed , 
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and upon his Examination acknowledged he threw down 2 Guinny upon the 
table, which Laze took up; but to colour the bulineſs ſaid it was only lent 
him, but even this gives juſt ground of ſuſpition to the detign, and now what 
will the whole world think and ſay of the Impudence of thefe men ; that 
after all theſe diſappointments and bafflings; after their own confeſſions; re- 
tra&tions, yet that they ſhould be buoyed up totkat height of confidence as 
to make a farther attempt upon the Doctors reputation. = 

And yet this they did, for upon the ninetcenth day of this inſtant Novemler 
1679. Jokn Lane had muſtered up ſo much of his declined courage as to pre- 
fer an Indictment againſt Dr. Oates, for an attempt to commitupon him the hor- 
rid ait# Abominable ſin of Sodomy. Which Indi&tment being brought to 
the Grand Jury, the Incoherence, ahd {lightneſs of his evidencence cauſed 
them to return an ſgnoramns. 5 

Dr. Oates not willing to ſuffer his Good name, and the Credit of his Teſti- 
mony to depend-upon the throwing out of that bill, brought an Indi&ment 
- for the King againſt the ſaid Knox and Laze, (for Osborne had withdrawn 
himſelf) which came to be openly tryed at the Kings-bench bar, November 
twenty five 1679. An account whereof the whole Nation does expett, and 
whercim ſatisfaction {hall be now given. - 

Novem. 25 1679. Dominus Rex verſus Thomam Knox & Jehanem Lane,

The Indictment ſets forth that whereas Edward Coleman , William Ire- 
land, cd joln Groves, and other falſe Traytors to the Jury unknown 24th. 
of April, in the thirtieth year of the King that now 1s, at the Pariſh of Saint 
ALigarets Weſtminſter, did traytcrouſly. conſpire, conſult, and agree amongſt 
the {Ives to kill and deſtroy the King; and to raiſe War againſt his Majelly 
within this Kinzdome, and to changethe Religion by Law eſtabliſhed, to the 
Superſtition of the Church of Rowe, for which Treaſons, Tray terons Con- 
ſpiracics, Conſultations, and Agreements, the ſaid Coleman, Ireland; and Groves 
were afterwards attainded, and put to death for the ſame. EE 0 

And whereas William Earl of Powis, William Viſcount Stafford, John Lord 
Bellaſts, Henry Lord Arundel of Wardour, William Lord Petre, and Sir Henry 
Tickbourn Baronet the thirticth of Nov. laſt at Weſtminſter, were accuſed of the 
Treaſons aforeſaid, and thereupon according rodue forme of law were com- 
mitted to the Tower of Londor, to be there ſafely kept to anſwer the faid 
Treaſons, whereof the ſaid Earl of Powis, and the other four Lords were by the 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled, :Impeached. ” 

And whereas Thomas Earl of Danby afterwards, that is to ſay the thirtieth 
of New. laſt, at Wejzminſter wasin lawtul manner accuſed of certain Treaſons

* the ſaid five Lords laſt mentioned : falſly, maliciouily, ſubtilly and adviſedly, - 
did write and cauſe to be written four Letters, and thoſe Letrers ſo written, 
fally &c. did direct, and caule to be delivered to himſelf, the ſaid Defendant 
Knox ; by which ſaid Letters, it was falſly, crattily, and deceitfully declared 
that the ſaid Zaxe, and Oſborne, were very much troubled in rheir Conſcien-
